Reasons for Allowance 



Claims 1-24 are allowed. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 , 6 and 9, the closest prior art of record, Nagase et al (Fig. 5) does not disclose 
the following limitations: a first current source for shifting a DC saturation voltage of the 
first transistor by providing an approximately equal DC voltage on the transimpedance 
amplifier input port.
